Nkw We.st.minster, Oct. 21. 
The Fraser is a mighty river. In the 
cold regions of the north it is a baby riv- 
ulet toi'tdling over loo.se stones and tumb- 
ling into chasms. Swelled by severtil 
rivers and a thousand streams it dashes 
through dark caiiona, and approaching 
Yale it is like the multitude. But after 
it [ii.sses that awful gorge it enters a 
smooth bed and glides along like a snake. 
At St. .Mary's mission it is a noble river ; 
but ;is it sweeps by the lioyal City with 
the grace of a duchess it disphiys the 
oaso that decorates a gentleman. I have 
wandered by its banks from its source to 
t he .^ea. The ."(eetu'ry is sublime, the betui- 
tiful nooks iiinuinerable, and the prairies 
very small; but the rush, the war tind the 
calm of the mighty river in the aolitmlos 
are truly grand. Descriptions of the 
scenery copied from my note book may 
be interesting, but I believe notes taken 
in the Royal City will be useful. 

•rut: i.tNAiic Asvi.f.M. 
'I'he proper title for this institution i.s 
" the home of iiiiserv. ll is not a luna- 
tic asylum. It contains forty male pa- 
tients ; all very miserable specimens of 
hiimtiuity. The thirst for gold or whis- 
key made some of them what they are. 
There is the miner who made his i)ile and 
spent it ; and beside him the stage driver 
who i;nided will', unerring skill for.man)' 
years the uhtraiued horses that h.ive been 
harnessed to the express in the upiter 
countiy. lie \vas a niaii of iron, and his 
eye was like I lie eagle's, iptick to perceive. 
Look at him now, a wreck; a miserable 
remnant of humanity. I remember sit- 
hiil; beside him oil the driver's seat when 
lii.s six horses were running away with 
the coach. He w.,.., calm; in liis eyi\Hand 
in his attitude 1 .saw- the sii;i:.i that indi- 
e:.le iMiira;e and skill. 1 admired biiu 
then, and eiijMyed I he pleasure of tlyini; 
aloiiii With bini within -six inches of the 
terrible |ueci|jiees that skirt the road to 
Cariboo. 1 pitied him to day. His face 
was like the di;i! plat.' of a clock without 
the liani'.s; bis eyes \vilhout a lay of light 
and his limbs without energy. Whiskey 
is a uiiirilerer ! ! One man sttiby another; 
he dies; bis e.irtlily career is ended, and 
his bones are at rest. I!ut whiskey kills 
a man and he lives; he wttlks the earth a 
shadow witliouL tueiiiory, alllicted by the 
lucid iiiter\als that permit him to know 
ibat he was once a man. It is awful I 

Uno of the lunatics appeared to be a 
happy man. lie asked me " if I had any 
Scotch whiskey." 1 answered ".No." 
"Oil," said be.' "I like .Scotch whiskey, 
but it is very scaice. They have muie 
here.' .\o olio of the forty shows any 
:iign of \ iolence. Not one wears a fetter, 
a chain, a straight waistcotit or a glove. 
They dine together at a long deal table 
and are sui>pbetl with kniven and forks. 
The tea cups are in b:id repair, and signs 
uii iiie wall mark the places wdiere plates 
and cups were shattered. There is ikj 
Indian in the house, but Indians are tem- 
perate iind are not ambitious. The Imlian 
population of this jirovince exceed thirty 
thousiand, the white population is less 
thiin twenty thousand. Eight of the 
folly are Chuie.se and every one of them 
looks like the .shadow of a man full of 
opium. 'I hir.it and the taste for opium 
has |)rep.ired all tin; unfortunates for the 
" home of misery." The building stands 
in the middle of a tield and the grounds 
are not enclosed. A great many of these 
patients ought to be in almshouse, or se- 
parated from the other iiatieiits, and em- 
ployed at light work. I'eriiettial idleness 
in a prison and iiermissii n to look con- 
stantly on the noble landscape that 
stretches away beyond the Fraser, is 
cruelty of the worst kind to a prisoner 
who can tliinl; It may not be a imnish- 
iiieiii to I hese poor [leople. However, I 
he! 1, ve 1 lie w hole system of t reatilii; pa- 
tients in this institution should be chang- 
ed, i'he auperinteiideiit and his depu- 
ties should be directed to spend some 
portion of every day in trying to make 
the iinfol t unates take an interest in some- 
thiiig. liood pictures mii^lit produce 
idea..; the L,'aiiies invented for tin: ainuse- 
ineiit of eliildreii might be useful. .\ 
rabbit liiiiited by a [lalr of beagles in the 
yard would attract attention, iind might 
rouse thp sleeping memory.

luorant street. 1 e,\aiiiiiuid the building 
tiiul fuuiid a Chinainau (the pri.ioncr) in- 
side and a lire starttsd. This was under 
the theatre, and the fire was near the 
wall of the building, it was composed of 
the pieces of charred wood |>roduced. It 
look us about ten minutes lo extinguish 
it. The prisoner was erouoheil lu'fore 
the lire on his liauiiciies. He could give 
no account of himself. I asked him what 
he wiia doing there, he replied in Chinesi; 
which I did not understand. At the gaol 
he said he lit the lire to wat ni himself. I 
asked him where he lived and what he 
was doing. He replied in Chinese. Tlui 
lire was 011 a brick pier projecting about 
(i inches on a level with the tloor. There 
was no fire on the floor. The pier sup- 
ported one of the sills of the building and 
was about .'i feet high. Some of the 
pieces were about one foot long, others 
more. The ends of some portions rest- 
ed on tlie wooden floor. .-V nortiou of the 
lire w;i3 against the board produced. 
There was a wooden lloor on a level with 
the projection of the brick, luid the sparks 
from the lire were spreading on the wood- 
en tloor. 

The Jirisoner hero made a voluble st.ite 
nient, but had no questions lo ask. 

Otiicer Speed sworn— .Slated that he 
was on duty with the hist witness that 
morning at the hour mentioned on Cor- 
morant street, when they saw a light in 
the b.iseniont of tlio Chinese theatre. 
Tiiey came through the new building in 
front to the partition of the Chinese thea- 
tre and saw smoke issue through the 
cracks. They found a small duor which 
they pulled down and got inside. They 
there found the prisoner in a stooping 
position. They asked him what he was 
doing there, and ho would give no ;ui- 
awer. He had got the lire heaped up and 
the wood all tibla/.e, and the [dace liUed 
with smoke. Witness went .and got a 
coal oil till full of water and thoy quench- 
ed the fire. They thou tuld him to show 
lliem where he was stopjiing, and arrest- 
ed him and took him to jail. The boards 
which were fastening the door, by which 
lliey gained ar. entrance were lotiiporarily 
put up, but not niiiled. The pier was 
about ;U feet high. The room they en- 
tered appeared to be a cellar with a wood- 
en lloor, it was .about feet high. 

Lim Sam sworn — I own the Chinese 
theatre on Cormorant street. Its value 
is .'^-lOOO.
